It  was  not  God's  will  that  he  should  do  other  than  His  proper  work. 

1827.  En  February  married  Eliza  J.  Montgomery,  of  Lincoln  Co.,  who  lived 
but  a  short  time.

L 835.  Appointed  by  Dr.  Proudfil  (President  of  the  Amer.  Col.  Soc.)  to  collect 
the  freed  negroes  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  and  to  colonize  them  in 
Liberia. 

Having  gathered  one  hundred  and  thirty  he  sailed  with  them  from 
New  York,  June  9th,  on  the  ship  Indiana.  Arriving  safely  and  settling 
his  emigrants,  he  took  passage  home  Oct.  10th,  on  the  brig  Ruth,  and 
reached  Philadelphia,  Dec.  7th.  During  that  winter  he  made  a  num- 
ber of  speeches  in  behalf  of  the  cause  of  colonization,  in  which  he  had 
become  warmly  enlisted.  These  speeches  are  spoken  of  as  models  of 
eloquence.  They  were  published  largely  in  papers  in  the*  North  and 
South,  and  aroused  much  interest  on  the  subject. 

1830.  Entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton,  remaining  one  year. 

1837.  Licensed  to  preach  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Jersey.  In  the  latter  part 
of  this  year  was  settled  as  Pastor  at  Winchester,  Ky. 

1840.  His  health  becoming  impaired,  he  was  advised  to  go  South,  and  having 
received  an  invitation  from  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  in  New  Or- 
leans, to  supply  that  pulpit  temporarily,  he  accepted.  His  health  hav- 
ing improved  he  returned  to  his  charge  in  Kentucky.  Shortly  after,  Dr. 
John  Breckinridge,  the  Pastor  of  the  New  Orleans  Church,  dying,  he 
received  a  unanimous  call  to  become  that  gentleman's  successor,  which 
he  accepted. 

1841.  In  December  he  left  Kentucky  for  his  new  field  of  labor,  but  never 
reached  it. 

1842.  Jan.  5th,  he  died  of  Pneumonia,  at  the  house  of  Dr.  J.  G.  Carson,  near 
Natchez,  Miss. 

He  was  never  married.

1831.  Entered  college,  and  on  graduating  proposed  to  take  up  the  study  of 
the  Law,  but  symptoms  of  pulmonary  disease  appearing  he  was  un- 
able to  do  so. 

1835.     Died  Dec.  3d,  at  Pensacola,  Fia.,  of  consumption. 
Never  married. 

JOHN  DARNABY  STONESTREET. 

Son  of  James  and  Lucy  (Fishback)  Stonestreet. 

1817.  Borri  Nov.  17th,  in  Clarke  Co.,  Ky.  He  received  his  preparatory 
studies  in  the  schools  of  his  native  county. 

1835.  Entered  the  Seminary  of  Princeton,  N.  J.,  and  remained  one  year.  He 
served  as  a  domestic  missionary  for  a  time  in  his  native  state,  but  his 
health  becoming  poor,  he  concluded  to  take  up  the  study  of  medicine.

1837.  Married  Nov.  1st  Maria  W.  Rochester,  of  Boyle  Co. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  Dr.  Fry  entered  the  Federal  service  as 
Surgeon  of  the  11th  Ind.

Graduated,  and  six  years  after  received  degree  of  A.  M.  Entered  Prince- 
ton Theological  Seminary,  remaining  two  years. 

1838.  Commencing  preaching  in  March  at  Shelby  ville,  Ky. 

Married  Mary  B.  Downing,  who  was  a  native  of  Cynthiana,  and  who 
died  in  Louisville,  in  1856. 

1843.  Became  editor  of  Presbyterian  Herald  and  continued  so  for  twenty 
years,  supplying  during  the  time  various  churches  near  Louisville— one, 
the  Middletown,  seventeen  years.  Founded,  while  living  at  Louisville, 
the  churches  at  Jeffersonville,  Ind.,  and  Hancock  street,  Louisville.

during  the  time  supplying  Shiloh  church,  in  Shelby  county. 

1874.  Called  to  take  charge  of  Synodical  Female  College,  Fulton,  Mo.  The 
same  year  was  invited  to  supply  the  church  at  that  place. 
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1S77.  Became*  President  of  Austin  College,  at  Sherman,  Texas.  He  presided 
over  this  and  preached  to  the  churches  at  Pilot  Point  and  Bonham  until 
March  20th,  1<S78,  when  he  was  stricken  with  paralysis.

Mr.  Graham  married  Jane  P.  Caldwell,  of  Boyle  Co.,  who  died  Sept. 
15th,  1872. 

1873.     May  18th  received  a  stroke  of  paralysis  while  driving  on  the  road  near 
New  Providence  Church,  which  caused  him  to  fall  from  his  buggy.     He 
lived  only  a  few  hours. 
Two  children,  a  son  and  a  daughter,  survive  him.

1816.     Born  Sept.  19th,  in  Fairfield  District,  S.  C.     He  received  his  preparatory 

education  at  Tuscaloosa,  Ala. 
1834.     He  entered  college,  taking  his  degree  of  A.  B.,  1837. 
1840.     Married  Mildred  C.  Terry,  of  Pickens  Co.,  Ala. 
1845.     Commenced  the  practice  of  the  profession  of  law,  which  he  had  studied 

at  Pickensville. 
1877.     Jan.  14th,  died  at  Carrollton,  Ala.,  of  consumption  and  acute  rheumatism. 
Mr.   Johnston  was  several  times  a  member  of   the  State  Legislature, 
was  Adjutant-General  of  State  troops  during  the   war,  and  was  a  suc- 
cessful teacher. 

His  wTidow  and  six  children,  four  of  whom  are  sons,  survive  him. 
An  obituary  notice  says:    "His  literary  attainments  were  extensive; 
his  legal  knowledge  profound  ;  he  was  skilled  and  learned  in  the  politics 
of  the  day;  as  a  lawyer  and  an  advocate  he  was  a  true  man,  of  great  in- 
tegrity, strong  will  and  great  power  in  analyzing  legal  principles. 

He  retired,  with  a  competency,  from  the  practice  of  the  law  in  1855, 
believing  he  could  be  more  useful  as  a  teacher,  and  took  charge  of  a 
Female  Institute,  at  Pickensville,  and  continued  teaching  up  to  1871, 
when  he  resumed  the  practice  of  law,  at  Carrollton,  Ala."

He  wrote  with  great  purity  of  taste,  and  the 
contributions  from  his  pen  that  appeared  in  "Sartain's  Magazine"  and 
"The  Knickerbocker,"  were  surpassed  by  none  on  their  pages.  Notably 
among  them,  "The  Idleberg  Papers,"  founded  on  incidents  in  the  lives 
of  residents  of  Danville,  were  marked  with  a  charming  delicacy  in  the 
delineation  of  traits  of  character,  and  peculiar  fascination  of  style.

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1840.  Horn  at  "Oxmoor,"  Jefferson  County.  Prepared  for  college  in  private 
schools  of  county. 

1856.  Entered  College,  completing  bis  full  term.  He  never  finished  any  pro- 
fessional course,  but  had  commenced  the  preparation  for  the  Gospel 
Ministry.  When  the  war  broke  out  he  joined  his  fortunes  to  the 
Southern  cause,  and  became  connected  with  the  Second  Ky.  Cavalry 
commanded  by  Gen.  Duke. 

1863.  On  July  4th,  while  Gen.  Morgan's  main  force  was  engaged  with  Col. 
Moore  at  Green  River,  his  company  having  been  sent  forward  as  an 
advanced  scout,  met  with  a  Federal  detachment  guarding  a  train  on  the 
railroad  below  Lebanon  (Ky).  While  bearing  a  white  flag  to  demand 
the  surrender  of  the  Federal  force,  he  was  shot  and  instantly  killed. 

HENRY  C.  PALMER. 

Son  of  Dr.  R.  C.  and  Emily  (Hardin)  Palmer. 

1840.  Born  Aug.  14th,  in  Springfield,  Ky.  Prepared  for  college  at  Covington 
Institute,  Springfield. 

On  leaving  college  Ii3  proposed  to  study  the  Law,  but  the  civil  war 
soon  breaking  out,  he  warmly  espoused  the  Federal  side,  and  having 
raised  a  company  joined  the  Fifth  Kentucky  Cavalry  as  captain  of  Com- 
pany A.  The  hardship  of  a  military  life  soon  told  on  a  constitution 
naturally  delicate,  and  in  March,  1862,  he  was  compelled  to  leave  his 
command. 

1803.  Died  February  11th,  of  consumption,  at  his  father's  residence  in  Spring- 
field, never  having  married. 

"During  his  sickness  no  murmurs  ever  escaped  his  lips,  and  when  the 
hour  for  his  departure  had  come,  he  bade  farewell  to  the  weeping  family 
and  friends  around  him  with  a  Christian  resignation  that  amounted  to 
true  heroism.  With  all  his  mental  faculties  in  full  and  vigorous  exercise, 
with  a  clear  unwavering  faith,  he  said,  "Thank  God  I  am  ready,  and 
more  than  ready  to  go.'  "     (M.  S.) 

CYRUS  BOYS  TRIMBLE. 

Son  of  John  Allen  and  Lavinia  V.  (Boys)  Trimble.  The  father  being 
a  native  of  Woodford  County,  Ky.,  the  mother  of  Staunton,  Va. 

1841.  Born  February  13th,  in  Hillsborough,  Ohio.  Preparatory  studies  pursued 
in  Augusta  County,  Va.  (under  Prof.  Hotchkiss),  and  at  Hillsborough. 

1857.  Entered  Centre  College  in  Sophomore  year.  After  graduating  he  studied 
law  at  Hillsborough  with  the  Hon.  A.  S.  Boys,  and  was  duly  admitted 
to  the  bar.  He  served  as  Assistant  Clerk  of  Highland  County,  and  in 
December,  1864,  moved  to  London,  Ohio,  and  formed  a  partnership  with 
the  Hon.  R.  C.  Harrison. 

1865.  Died  January  24th  of  typhoid  fever,  at  Hillsborough.  He  was  un- 
married.

Escaping  after  a  few  weeks, 
he  made  his  way  to  Kentucky  and  taught  school  in  Madison  County, 
waiting  an  opportunity  to  pass  into  the  Southern  lines.  His  purpose 
being  suspected,  he  fled  across  the  Ohio  River,  and  started  for  San  Fran- 
cisco with  the  intention  of  returning  South  by  water  and  running  the 
blockade.  Having  reached  Austin,  Nevada,  he  was  taken  with  typhoid 
fever  and  died  during  the  winter  of  1863. 
He  was  unmarried. 
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JAMES  WILLIAM  SCHOOLING. 

Son  of  James  and  Eliza  (Piatt)  Schooling. 

1840.     Born  March  17th,  in  Marion  Co.,  Ky.     Prepared  for  college  at  Columbia, 
Ky.,  by  Rev.  J.  L.  McKee  (class  1849)  and  H.  C.  Read  (1847). 

1860.     Entered  in  advance  and  graduated  in  two  years. 

Mr.  Schooling  espoused  the  Southern  side  in  the  late  conflict,  and 
served  with  the  Fourth  Kentucky  ;  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Perry- 
ville  and  Stone  River,  besides  minor  engagements. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  he  returned  to  New  Market,  Ky.,  the  home  of 
his  family,  and  soon  after  commenced  the  study  of  the  Law  at  Lebanon, 
where  he  settled  on  receiving  license  in  1867.  He  served  as  County 
Attorney,  and  was  afterwards  elected  to  the  office  of  Commonwealth's 
Attorney  for  the  Seventh  Ju  licial  District.  While  on  his  circuit  he  was 
stricken  with  paralysis. 

1874.     Died  March  26th.     He  never  married. 

NOTE. —  The  foregoing  sketches  form  the  beginning  of  what  is  designed  ultimately  to 
embrace  a  complete  biographical  dictionary  of  the  Alumni  of  Centre  College.  It  being 
deemed  best  to  publish  the  notices  of  the  dead  first,  an  attempt  was  made  to  procure 
material  for  these  by  sending  out  circulars;  but  several  circumstances,  (especially 
the  late  return  of  some  of  the  circulars  and  the  non-return  of  others,)  have  prevented 
the  complete  success  of  this  undertaking.

In  this  department  special  attention  is  given  to  the  German  language. 
The  recitations  of  the  College  are  so  arranged  that  any  student  can  pursue  the 
study  of  the  I  lerman,  either  to  till  out  his  complement  of  studies,  or  as  an  extra. 
Members  of  the  regular  Junior  Class  are  allowed  to  substitute  German  for  the 
Calculus.  An  opportunity  is  also  given  for  studying  French,  Spanish  and 
Italian.  This  department  is  under  an  instructor  who  spent  ten  years  in  the  I 
Universities  of  Germany,  a  portion  of  the  time  as  Professor  of  Modern  Lan- 
guages in  the  University  of  Jena. 

LATIN. 

In  this  department  special  attention  is  paid  to  the  analysis  of  sentences, 
the  formation  and  derivation  of  words,  and  Latin  prose  composition.  Gram- 
matical and  linguistic  instruction  is  based  upon  the  results  of  comparative 
philology.  To  impart  a  knowledge  of  Roman  literature  is  also  made  a  special 
object.  During  the  Sophomore  year  weekly  written  essays  are  required  upon 
assigned  topics  connected  with  Ancient  History  and  Mythology. 

MATHEMATICS. 

During  the  Junior  year  the  student  of  Mathematics  is  introduced  to  some 
of  the  wonderful  results  of  recent  research  in  that  department.  He  is  thus 
made  acquainted  with  the  elements  of  Quaternions,  Determinants,  Invariants, 
Covariants,  Elliptic  Functions,  Ac,  and  is  qualified  for  the  further  prosecu- 
tion of  such  studies  in  a  post-graduate  or  private  course. 

CHEMISTRY. 

An  opportunity  will  be  given  to  persons  desiring  to  continue  the  study  of 
Chemistry  beyond  the  time  allotted  to  the  class;  and  a  special  course  will  be 
furnished  students  who  propose  to  take  up  the  study  of  Medicine  in  the  future. 

PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  has  been  organized  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Centre 
College.  Its  instructors  are  appointed  by  the  Board,  and  a  general  supervision 
of  the  school  is  lodged  with  the  College  Faculty. 

While  the  course  of  instruction  is  especially  adapted  to  prepare  young 
men  for  the  Freshman  Class,  it  is  intended  at  the  same  time  to  furnish  a  liberal 
English  education  to  any  who  may  desire  it. 

Tuition  in  the  Preparatory  Department  for  session  of  five  months  is:  Class- 
ical Department,  $25 ;  English  Department,  $20 ;  Primary  Department,  $15. 
No  contingent  fee  is  charged.  Sons  of  ministers  and  candidates  for  the  ministry 
received  at  one-half  the  foregoing  rates.  Payment  in  advance  required  in  all 
cases. 

RELIGIOUS   INSTRUCTION. 


The  recitations  of  each  day  are  opened  with  the  worship  of  God.     All  stu- 
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dents  are  expected  to  attend  these  services,  the  public  preaching  of  the  gospel, 
and  a  recitation  in  the  Bible  on  the  Sabbath,  unless  specially  excused. 

EXAMINATIONS. 
There  are  two  public  examination  of  all  the  classes,  one  in  the  middle  of 
the  College  year,  and  the  other  at  the  close,  held  before  a  committee  of  the 
Synod,  and  conducted  by  each  professor  in  his  own  department.  These  exam- 
inations are  either  oral  or  written,  or  both  combined.  The  final  examination 
of  the  Graduating  Class  closes  the  second  Thursday  in  May. 

RANK   IN   SCHOLARSHIP. 

The  rank  in  scholarship  of  the  graduating  class  of  each  year  will  be  indi- 
cated on  the  Commencement  programme  as  follows:  First-Class  Scholars  will 
be  assigned  an  Oration  having  some  prefix  ;  Second-Class,  an  Oration  ;  Third- 
Class,  a  Dissertation  ;  Fourth-Class,  a  Disquisition  ;  Fifth-Class,  an  Essay. 

The  results  of  a  sessional  examinations  are  combined  with  those  of  the 
recitations,  attendance  and  coyiduct  of  the  student  during  the  Term,  and  the 
average  decides  the  relative  class-standing  of  the  student  for  that  Terra.  The 
c'.ass-standing  thus  determined  will  hereafter  be  published  in  the  Annual  Catalogue. 

DEGREES. 

The  degree  of  A.  M.  is  conferred  in  course  on  every  graduate  of  three  years 
standing,  who  shall  have  sustained  a  good  moral  character  and  pursued  pro- 
fessional studies  during  the  interval,  and  who  shall  have  made  application  for 
the  degree  one  day  or  more  previous  to  the  Annual  Commencement. 

COMMENCEMENT— VACATION. 
The  session  opens  on  the  first  Monday   of  September  and  closes  on  the 
third  Thursday  of  June,  on  which  day  the  Annual  Commencement  is  held.     A 
recess  is  given  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

TUITION  AND  OTHER  FEES. 

Tuition,  including  a  contingent  fee  of  $5,  is  $45  per  annum,  is  payable  semi- 
annually in  advance. 

The  sons  of  ministers  of  the  gospel,  of  every  denomination,  receive  their 
tuition  free  ;  and  the  same  privilege,  under  proper  restriction,  is  extended  to 
all  young  men  of  limited  means  and  good  character.  No  one  will  be  excluded 
because  unable  to  pay  the  ordinary  charge  for  instruction,  but  will  be  welcome 
to  all  the  privileges  of  the  College  without  incurring  pecuniary  obligation.  The 
question  of  future  compensation  will  be  optional  with  each  one. 

The  contingent  fee  of  $5  annually  for  janitor's  hire,  fuel  in  College  rooms, 
etc.,  is  required  of  all. 

BOARDING. 

The  students  board  and  lodge  in  private  families,  in  which  they  enjoy  the 
advantages  of  Christian  society  and  are  thus  preserved  from  many  temptations. 
No  fixed  rate  can  be  stated  for  the  cost  of  living,  as  this  varies  with  the  price 
of  provisions,"  fuel,  etc.  During  the  current  year  the  prevailing  rates  for  board, 
including  fuel,  were  from  $3.50  to  $5  per  week. 

COLLEGE  HOME. 

For  many  years  cheap  living  for  her  students  has  been  felt  to  be  one  of  the 
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most  pressing  wants  of  our  College.  To  secure  this  end,  very  comfortable 
rooms,  sufficient  to  accommodate  forty  young  men,  have  been  fitted  up  in  the 
old  College  building.  These  rooms,  comfortably  furnished  with  stove,  chairs, 
beds,  table  and  washstand,  are  given  free  of  charge  for  rent  to  applicants  of  good 
character  and  limited  means. 

To  those  who  have  taken  their  meals  at  the  ''Home,"  boarding  has  been 
furnished  at  the  cost  of  materials  and  their  preparation,  which  for  the  present 
term  has  amounted  to  $2.75  per  week  ;  washing  $]  per  month  additional. 

The  entire  expense  of  a  student  for  the  term  of  forty  weeks,  including 
board,  washing,  fuel,  lights,  and  the  contingent  fee  of  $5,  need  not  exceed  $140, 
or  thereabouts. 

Some  vacancies  will  exist  at  the  end  of  the  present  year,  and  worthy  young 
men  who  may  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  for  a  cheap  educa- 
tion, can  make  application  to  the  President  or  Vice  President  of  the  College, 
from  whom  full  information  may  be  obtained.  Preference  will  be  given  to 
those  who  may  desire  to  pursue  a  full  course  of  study. 

MUSEUM. 

Through  the  liberality  of  Dr.  John  W.  Scott,  of  Lexington,  and  others,  a 
series  of  Ward's  easts  for  illustrating  zoology  and  palaeontology,  and  a  large 
number  of  minerals,  ha\e  been  added  to  the  College  Museum. 

CORPORATE  NAME. 

The  corporate  name  of  this  Institution  is:  "The  Trustees  of  the  Centre 
College  of  Kentucky."  Inasmuch  as  bequests  to  educational  and  charitable 
institutions  are  not  infrequently  diverted  from  their  object  through  a  mistake 
in  the  corporate  name,  we  deem  it  advisable  to  call  special  attention  to  this 
matter.

An  opportunity  will  be  given  to  persons  desiring  to  continue  the  study  of 
Chemistry  beyond  the  time  allotted  to  the  class ;  and  a  special  course  will  be 
furnished  students  who  propose  to  take  up  the  study  of  Medicine  in  the  future. 

PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  has  been  organized  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Centre 
College.  Its  instructors  are  appointed  by  the  Board,  and  a  general  supervision 
of  the  school  is  lodged  with  the  College  Faculty. 

While  the  course  of  instruction  is  especially  adapted  to  prepare  young 
men  for  the  Freshman  Class,  it  is  intended  at  the  same  time  to  furnish  a  liberal 
English  education  to  any  who  may  desire  it. 

Tuition  in  the  Preparatory  Department  for  session  of  five  months  is:  Class- 
ical Department,  $25 ;  English  Department,  $20 ;  Primary  Department,  $15. 
No  contingent  fee  is  charged.  Sons  of  ministers  and  candidates  for  the  ministry 
received  at  one-half  the  foregoing  rates.  Payment  in  advance  required  in  all 
cases. 

RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION.  • 

The  recitations  of  each  day  are  opened  with  the  worship  of  God.     All  stu- 
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dents  are  expected  to  attend  these  services,  the  public  preaching  of  the  gospel, 
and  a  recitation  in  the  Bible  on  the  Sabbath,  unless  specially  excused. 

EXAMINATIONS. 
There  are  two  public  examination  of  all  the  classes,  one  in  the  middle  of 
the  College  year,  and  the  other  at  the  close,  held  before  a  committee  of  the 
Synod,  and  conducted  by  each  professor  in  his  own  department.  These  exam- 
inations are  either  oral  or  written,  or  both  combined.  The  final  examination 
of  the  Graduating  Class  closes  the  second  Thursday  in  May. 

RANK   IN   SCHOLARSHIP. 

The  rank  in  scholarship  of  the  graduating  class  of  each  year  will  be  indi- 
cated on  the  Commencement  programme  as  follows:  First-Class  Scholars  will 
be  assigned  an  Oration  having  some  prefix  ;  Second-Class,  an  Oration  ;  Third- 
Class,  a  Dissertation  ;  Fourth-Class,  a  Disquisition  ;  Fifth-Class,  an  Essay. 

The  results  of  a  sessional  examinations  are  combined  with  those  of  the 
recitations,  attendance  and  conduct  of  the  student  during  the  Term,  and  the 
average  decides  the  relative  class-standing  of  the  student  for  that  Term.  The 
class-standing  thus  determined  will  hereafter  be  published  in  the  Annual  Catalogue. 

DEGREES. 

The  degree  of  A.  M.  is  conferred  in  course  on  every  graduate  of  three  years 
standing,  who  shall  have  sustained  a  good  moral  character  and  pursued. pro- 
fessional studies  during  the  interval,  and  who  shall  have  made  application  for 
the  degree  one  day  or  more  previous  to  the  Annual  Commencement. 

COMMENCEMENT— VACATION. 
The  session  opens  on  the  first  Monday   of  September  and  closes  on  the 
third  Thursday  of  June,  on  which  day  the  Annual  Commencement  is  held.     A 
recess  is  given  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

TUITION   AND   OTHER   FEES. 

Tuition,  including  a  contingent  fee  of  $5,  is  $45  per  annum,  is  payable  semi- 
annually in  advance. 

The  sons  of  ministers  of  the  gospel,  of  every  denomination,  receive  their 
tuition  free  ;  and  the  same  privilege,  under  proper  restriction,  is  extended  to 
all  young  men  of  limited  means  and  good  character.  No  one  will"  be  excluded 
because  unable  to  pay  the  ordinary  charge  for  instruction,  but  will  be  welcome 
to  all  the  privileges  of  the  College  without  incurring  pecuniary  obligation.  The 
question  of  future  compensation  will  be  optional  with  each  one. 

The  contingent  fee  of  $5  annually  for  janitor's  hire,  fuel  in  College  rooms, 
etc.,  is  required  of  all. 

BOARDING. 

The  students  board  and  lodge  in  private  families,  in  which  they  enjoy  the 
advantages  of  Christian  society  and  are  thus  preserved  from  many  temptations. 
No  fixed  rate  can  be  stated  for  the  cost  of  living,  as  thjs  varies  with  the  price 
of  provisions,  fuel,  etc.  During  the  current  year  the  prevailing  rates  for  board, 
including  fuel,  were  from  $3.50  to  $5  per  week. 

COLLEGE  HOME. 

For  many  years  cheap  living  for  her  students  has  been  felt  to  be  one  of  the 


most  pressing  wants  of  our  College.  To  secure  this  end,  very  comfortable 
rooms,  sufficient  to  accommodate  forty  young  men,  have  been  fitted  up  in  the 
old  College  building.  These  rooms,  comfortably  furnished  with  stove,  chairs, 
beds,  table  and  washstand,  are  given  free  of  charge  for  rent  to  applicants  of  good 
character  and  limited  means. 

To  those  who  have  taken  their  meals  at  the  "Home,"  boarding  has  been 
furnished  at  the  cost  of  materials  and  their  preparation,  which  for  the  present 
term  has  amounted  to  $2.75  per  week  ;  washing  $1  per  month  additional. 

The  entire  expense  of  a  student  for  the  term  of  forty  weeks,  including 
board,  washing,  fuel,  lights,  and  the  contingent  fee  of  $5,  need  not  exceed  $140, 
or  thereabouts. 

Some  vacancies  will  exist  at  the  end  of  the  present  year,  and  worthy  young 
men  who  may  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  for  a  cheap  educa- 
tion, can  make  application  to  the  President  or  Vice  President  of  the  College, 
from  whom  full  information  may  be  obtained.  Preference  will  be  given  to 
those  who  may  desire  to  pursue  a  full  course  of  study. 

MUSEUM. 

Through  the  liberality  of  Dr.  John  W.  Scott,  of  Lexington,  and  others,  a 
series  of  Ward's  casts  for  illustrating  zoology  and  palaeontology,  and  a  large 
number  of  minerals,  ha\e  been  added  to  the  College  Museum. 

CORPORATE  NAME. 

The  corporate  name  of  this  Institution  is:  "The  Trustees  of  the  Centre 
College  of  Kentucky."  Inasmuch  as  bequests  to  educational  and  charitable 
institutions  are  not  infrequently  diverted  from  their  object  through  a  mistake 
in  the  corporate  name,  we  deem  it  advisable  to  call  special  attention  to  this 
matter. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College.  They  hold 
public  exercises  on  the  22nd  of  February,  and  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  preced- 
ing Commencement. 

ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  is  held  immediately  after 
the  close  of  the  Commencement  Exercises.
